RECKLESS RHETORIC. 

Mr. Victor Grayson, one of those members 
of Parliament who desire to pose as uphol- 
ders of the rights of the Egyptians to self. 
government, recently indulged at Had- 
dersfield in @ violent attack.on Lord Cromer. 
Referring to the recent money grant made to 
that distinguished servant of the State, Mr. 
Grayson said that “the national exchequer had 
been depleted to fill the maw of an idle and 
cruel parasite, who was a curse to the race.” 
Never, we imagine, did public speaker offer 
greater insult to any man, and never was 
uttered a bigger falsehood or more cruel slander. 
Surely Mr. Grayson does not think that by 
using such repulsive pfiraseology he is helping 
those whose interests he pretends to have at 
heart ! Surely he can see that by such abusive 
rhetoric he is harming those whom he would 
have the world believe he is helping ¢ It is 
amply evident that sach men as Mr. Grayson 
are but using the advanced Nationalist party 
ot Egypt as a cate-paw to obtain their own end— 
a notoriety which would bea disgrace to any 
man of sincere feeling and, true patriotism. 
The most rabid Anglophobes of this country 
have never gone so far, even in their most 
heated moments, to describe Lord Comer 
as“an idle and cruaf parasite,” and while decry- 
ing his work they confess that it was he who 
brought riches to the country. Lord Cromer was 
throughout his career, and is still in his hour 
of rest, the most devoted friend which Egypt 
has ever claimed, and during his many years 
of public life he has proved himself, as a 
servant to the vast Empire to which he belongs 
and for which he has striven, unsarpassed in 
faithfulness. Lord Cromer, lifted the yoke of 
slavery from the necks of the Egyptians and 
gave them liberty ; he it was who made a 
bankrupt country rich ; to him is due the sup- 
pression of bribery and corruption; he is 
responsible for the reformation of the country’s 
courts and the administration of justice. For 
such services, for such unparalleled works of 
wonder, we might say, Lord Cromer is held up 
to public opprobriam by a youthfal M.P., 
whose ignorance is only deserving ot the infants 
school. But Lord Cromer can afford to dis- 
regard the reckless, meaningless rbetoric of an 
ignorant youth, who has not yet learnt the 
lesson of selt control. He is conscious of: the 
good work which he has done daring his long 
career, and he knows that those of worth and 
sound jadgment, those who have followed the 
trend of events with an unbiassed mind, and 
those for whom he has worked are filled with 
the greatest admiration for his services. 


GERMANY AND FRANCE. 


Referring to the telegram which we publish 
ander this heading on page 5, the statement 
of the German newspaper apparently is due to 
the allegation made by a French newspaper 
recently to the effect that Germany, in view 
of the present unfavourable condition of her 
money market, is not in @ position to bear 
the cost of a war. The latest mail from Earope 
brings a leading article from the “Cologne 
Gazette,” which is said to be semi-officially 
inspired and headed “Preparedness for War,” 
where these statements of the Parisian Press 
are opposed. The journal says :— 

“It would be regrettable if by such false re- 
ports doubts as to Germany’s military power 
and preparedness for war were to arise. A 
belief in this readiness is essential to the sup 
port of peace ; therefore in the interests of 
peace such attempts to undermine it are very 
reprehensible. In 1870 the strength of Ger- 
many’s finances could not be in any way com- 
pared with those which, thanks to the economical 
development and growing wealth ofthe country, 
she has at her disposal to-day. What we could 
do then we can do to-day in increased mea- 
sure ; if we are now in a position to raise the 
necessary money for our economic aims by 
ourselves, neither should we be obliged in time 
of war to appeal to/foreign countries. All con- 
cern about raising money should be tranquilly 
left to us. We can have nothing against 
French newspapers warning their fellow-coun- 
trymen against investing their money in 
German stock ; they can keep it or not as they 
like. Wecan maintain a calm front towards 
such counsel ; but it seems not only useless, 
but, from general considerations, not a little 
dangerons to represent Germany's monetary 
position as so wretched as to annul the aims of 
national defence.” :

THE LAMBERT AFFAIR. 


ACCUSATIONS AGAINST MR. DUNLOP.

Our Cairo Correspondent writes :—M. Lam- 
bert’s recent letter to the “Temps,” in which 
he attacked the Adviser to the Ministry of 
Public Instruction together with all his works, 
with se innch vehemence, is still the subject 
of much comment in Cairo. It is felt that the 
letter is too serious to be allowed to pass 
unnoticed, the differences of opinion, which 
according to M. Lambert existed between hirft 
self anil the Adviser, are often inevitable in so 
far as they concern the organization of a large 
departinent, but M. Lambert has done more 
than differ with his chief on matters such as 
these, he has formulated direct accusations of 
tyranny and corruption against Mr. Dunlop 
which call for an equally direct reply. Mr 
Dunlop in refusing to make any communica 
tion to the press on the subject has only been 
following one of his well-known principals ; it 
matters little what form his reply may take, 
provided that a definite answer is made. 

The Nationalist, and a portion of the French 
Press have naturally seized upon the incident 
with avidity, and in order to combat the 
damauing intluences which it may have made 
Npon that portion of the community which is 
always lying in wait for an excuse to display 
its disloyality, it is necessary that the person 
most directly concerned should make public 
his side of the question, when we have no doubt 
but what a very different aspect of the affair 
would be seen, and the mountains of the 
moment would develop into the proverbial 
mole hill in the end. It is really astonishing 
that a gentleman of M. Lambert's suscepti

RAILWAY BUILDING DEFECTS, 


The Railway Administration has once more 
been unfortunate in its choice of contractors for 
its building work. The new mechanical quarters 
in Cairo have been .built on foundations 
guaranteed for a period of 10 years by a certain 
firm of contractors and now that the building 
is complete it is found that the foundation is 
faulty and the whole will have to be rebuilt. 
The railway will of course suffer inasmuch as 
it will have to wait for new quarters, but 
speaking financially it will not be the looser. 
There have been complaints also regarding the 
concrete which “was used at the new Minieh 
station. This however was done when it was 
fonnd necessary to biild another station there 
The only place which‘offered a suitable site 
was on the old canal, and this though of. 
necessity an extremely bad place for tounda- 
tions was eventually decided upon, knowing 
however that there was bound to be 8 
certain amount of sinking, conerete of an if- 
ferior kind was put in for the time being, and 
this, owing to the platform having settled as 
it was expected to do, is now cracking and is 
shortly to be replaced by concrete of a good 
quality.

OMDURMAN MARKET. 


The Governor of Khartoum met with a 
namber of the leading merchants of Omdorman 
at the Zabtiah last Thorsday morning. The 
building up of the new market was among the 
principal matters considered. It was decidéd 
that the floors of the shops to be built should 
be 30 centimetres above the level of the street, 
the object being to avoid the inandation of the 
shops during the rainy season. 

The Governor announced that after full con- 
sultation with the Works Department, it was 
found that the projected water-works contd 
nat be completed before next April. Special 
arrangements have therefore to be made tor 
supplying the water needed for building. A 
contract will be made with some individual 
who will agree to erect one or more putps 
over some public well in the neighbourhood of 
the market place, and sell the water at certain 
rates to be agreed upon by the contractor and 
the local authorities.

EGYPTIAN ANTROPOLOGY. 


Dr. Hamy, on tetiring from the presidency 
of the Society of Anthropology of Paris, deliv- 
ered a lecture on the human figure in the 
monuments of ancient Egypt. The proto-Egyp- 
tian figuresin ivory and terra-cotta are described 
as of a modest, rustic, and popular type of art. 
Those of the earlier dynasties of Manetho 
are more simple and more refined.

SATURDAY’S, AQUATIC SPORTS. 


A RECORD ATTENDANCE. 


Under excellent weather conditions, pleasant 
alike to participator and spectator, the fifth 
annual aquatic sports of the Alexandria 
Swimming Club (which is affiliated to the 
Royal Life Saving Society and the Southern 
Counties Amatear Swimming Association, Eng- 
land) were held on Satarday in the New 
Graving Dock, Gabbary, before a record num- 
ber of spectators. The reserved enclosure for 
the guests of the clab was crowded to its 
utmost with notabilities of Alexandria and 
several members and visitors from Cairo, every 
seat along the sides of the dock was occupied, 
and those standing were almost as many. The 
dock had been most lavishly decorated for the 
oceasion and presented a very gay appearance 
with its abundant surrounding of waving 
bunting and malti-coloured satayer sheltered 
enclosures, not to mention the bright and 
varied costumes of the fair sex, whose num- 
bers were larger than ever. The swimming club 
sports have been popular since the date ot 
their inauguration, and on Saturday proof was 
given that their popularity is ever-increasing. 

Each successive year witnesses an increased 
number of competitors, a larger crowd of 
spectators, keener competition, and more 
satisfactory results. Pounded in 1903 with a 
membership of six, the Club now musters at 
full roll call nearly 300 members, among 
whom almost every nationality of cosmopolitan 
Egypt is represented. 

Its value, the good work it does in teaching 
the boys to be the noblest ofall men, sports- 
men, is recognised and supported by our 
greatest men. At its head as President is the 
Ear! of Cromer, and its Vice-Presidents include 
Prince Aziz Pasha Hassan, Sirdar Sir Reginald 
Wingate Pasha, Mahmoud Pasha Sidky, 
Herbert J. Gedge Pasha, H.B.M's Consul 
General E. B. Goold, Major-General G. M. 
Bullock, A. Luzzato Pasha, A. Chitty Bey, 
W P. Chataway Bey, N. T. Borton Bey, the 
Ven. Archdeacon A. Ward, and Messrs. G.B

club, whose object was to imbue the youth of 
Alexandria with the finest characteristics of 
man, sportaman-like feeling and action 
throughout life. The Governor of Alexandria, 
Mustapha Pasha Ibadi, was represented by his 
Secretary, D. Beneducci Bey, and Mr. and Mra. 
E.B. Gould were also present Among others we 
noticed Mr. and Mrs. N. T. Borton Bey, Mr. 
H.P. Kingham, Mr. and Mrs. P.W. Carver, the 
Ven. Archdeacon and Mrs. Ward, Mr. Ambroise 
A. Ralli, Mr. G. Alderson, Mr. E.W.P. Poster, 
Mrs. and the Misses Purvis, Mr. and Mrs.

G.C. Stevenson, Mr. W. Delanoy, Mr. F. T.

Tchiboudjian, Mr. F. Leveaux, and many 
others. The Sirdar wrote regretting his 
inability to be present. 

Beforé turning to the events of the sports 
we would draw attention to the value of such a 
club as the Alexandria Swimming Club. Swim- 
ming, to an equal degree to any sport, teaches 
a person to act promptly and wisely, and it 
must be remembered that no art in the world 
can vie with swimming in life-saving. It isa 
sport which trains a boy to be a man, who is 
always ready to answer to his country’s call, 
andas such it deserves the fullest support 
which can be accorded. We have before expres- 
sed the opinion that it would be a wise step of 
the Manicipality to boild a public swim- 
ming bath in Alexandria, and this opinion we 
re-iterate, for we are convinced that a swimming 
bath would amply repay the expense incurred 
and contribute to the town’s exchequer. 

In referring to the good work done by the 
Club, we must mention first of all the name of 
Mr. H. 8. Martin, the honorary secretary. Mr. 
Martin, a swimmer of note, and a champion on 
several occasions, has been the life and soul of 
the Club since its commencement, and the 
many years of hard work which he has spent 
apon it are well repaid by the excellent results 
which his energy has obtained. To him it may 
be said is due the foundation of the Club and 
most certainly he is responsible for its brilliant 
career. Mr. W. FP. Sarjeant, as chairman of the 
Club, has ever been a moving spirit, and bas 
largely contributed by his keen and sportsman- 
like interest to its progression. 

Reverting to the sports themselves, those who 
competed, and also those who attended, as. 
spectators, owe thanks to Mr. A. W. Jessop 


and Mr. B.A. Darton for 
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his favourite team with lusty lungs. 
swimmer of the Club Nautique Francais was 
ahead in the first 60 yards and this clab man- 
tained its lead until the third swimmer of the 
Deutscher Sporverein overtook the French Clab’s 
man and thenceforward the Germans kept the 
lead. Mace, however, gained slightly on the 
German swimmer and when Darton took the 
water some three yards behind Seeger the 
keenest race of the afternoon was witnessed. 
Both men swam splendidly, but Darton was 
unable to altogether aru] the lead, and 
Seeger, swimming the greater Jength of the 
kath under water came in first by nearly 
a yard. We mnst congratulate the Deutscher 
Sportverein on their second successive win. 
This event was much better contested 
than last year, each member of the team 
thoroughly understanding the race and 
taking the water at his proper time. 
Another event of special interest was the polo 
match between teams of the King’s Royal 
Rifles and the Alexandria Swimming Club. The 
Club proved itself to be the stronger of the 
two in scoring two goals to nil in the first half, 
and in the second they added four more 
against one scored by K. RR. Newton. The 
combination of the Club was excellent, and 
the players who were especially conspicuous 
were Darton, Ecclestone, and Glasspole, the 
first two of whom scored three goals each. 
Special reference must also be made to “walk- 
ing the pole”. The fancy costnmes, as we 
forecasted, were more numerous and more 
original than ever. Most realistically garbed 
as a lobster Metzger thoroughly deserred the 
costume prize awarded, though a few favoured 
Jessop, splendidly dressed as a ballet girl. 
Ecclestone was excellently got up as a diver, and 
Vernyasan Arab sheikh well sustained the 
character, with Forzinetti as his partner dressed 
as an Arab woman. Prosser, as an absent- 
minded nurse with a much _ ill-treated in- 
fant, caused great amusement, Inglott was a 
thorough monkey, Glasspole made a very affec- 
tive geisha, and Randall for the nonce sassum- 
edalady’s bathing costume. The diving was 
very well contested, Eoclestone and Darton 
tying for first and second places and Jacob and 
Howard for third place. On the high-dive 
Keclestone gained a slight advantage and was 
awarded first place, while for third place Jacob 
at the final attempt proved superior to Howard. 

The obstacle race caused a considerable 
amount of laughter. After negotiating the life 
buoys, goal posts had to be surmounted, and 
the swimmers had next to get over gates ot 
several bars. After overcoming these obstacles 
they clambered up the pontoon sides and 
having attired themselves in shirts again 
swam the length of the bath, Prosser being 
declared winner, Glasspole having been dis- 
qualified for going under instead of over the 
barred gate. The juniors’ diving was most 
creditable, and much praise is dae to young 
A. E. R. Eeclestone, a boy of but six summers, 
who dived from nine feet in splendid style. 
There is we feel sure a great futare in store 
for all these youngsters who showed admirable 
form. 

At the conclusion of the sports the prizes 
were distributed by Mrs. N. T. Borton. 
Mr. Sarjeant in ashort and happily worded 
speech thanked everyone who had worked for 
the benefit of the most successtul meeting they 
had ever held. He referred in laudatory and 
well-deserved terms to the energy and 
enthusiasm displayed by their honorary 
secretary, Mr. H.S. Martin,\ without whom, he 
said, the Clab would neverhave existed, and 
he expressed his gratitude to all who had so 
kindly offered such handsome prizes. Mr. 
Sarjeant especially thanked Mr. and Mrs. E. 
B. Gould for their attendance and support, as 
well as all present, and in thanking Mrs. 
Borton for distributing the prizes he presented 
her with a handsome card-case. Mrs. Borton 
in response expressed her thanks for the unex- 
pected gift and her hopes that it would be by 
no means the last sports of the Alexandria 
Swimming Club at which she would assist.
